How would you like to have your life lie in 
a treadmill groove— between kitchen and attic, 
and this, you must remember, oh, lady mis- 
tress, forms the dally landscape of your Irish 
girls ? You have your social life, your amuse- 
ments, your wide and varied opportunities for 
enjoyment and culture. Yoor servant has so- 
cial instincts, her needs for companionship, her 
hankerings for enjoyment as inherently s part of 
her nature, as are yonr own. and although she 
may be loud, rough, and coirae in the indul- 
gence of all these, still, on that account, you 
have no right to deprive her o! them. 

Just remember that she is human, and yon, 
mv dear madam, in your drawing-room, with all 
your grace and elegance and lieauty. are no 
more than this. 

And what an* all your culture, your refine- 
merit, your superiority worth, if they have not 
taught you a finer insight, a broader chanty, 
a profonnder sympathy for those beneath you? 
1 yet yonr Irish girl trel somehow that you re- 
cognise her humanity, her womnnhood. Let 
her have her own life to herself. Don’t lock 
up every drawer and closet, and keep up a sys- 
tem of petty espionage. You will l»r likely to pay 
a heavy toll on that road. and never by such 
methods make an honest girl out of a dishonest 
on®. 

If she has the will she sill find ways and 
meatia to cheat you, and you will Ik* the gainer 
in, the long run by throwing her on her own 
honor, by awakening her self-respect by letting 
her feel that you trust her. Find as little fault 
and bestow as much praise as you honestly can. 
and remember ‘-hat despite all the exceptions, 
as the kindest and most judicious mother* have 
the lies! children, so the kind and judionm* 
mistress, who overlooks and pities, and lesves 
something to time, and hope, and human na-

Hnch nlander* against a loyal wife and devoted 
mother are simply absurd. But let n* nee what 
hereto e* Mm. Stanton ottered againnt the mar- 
riage relation which can justify tbe Am'* horror 
and ontrry. 

She mm ply argued that more oar* and oantion 
■honld he cxerciaed in entering upon the roar 
nage relation, that men and women aboold 
strive to At themselves for the datire which a 
union for life imposed upon them , and neoondly. 
•he asked that tbe divorce law* in the elate of 
New York Mhonld be remodeled after the pat- 
tern of thoae now exiting in the majority of 
the United Htatea. She urged that there i* 
more than one joat caaae lor divorce, 
in fact, and that thi* *honld he reoognixed 
by our at ate taw*. If thi* be free love, then 
three-quarter* of tbe atataa of our Union ahare 
Ihe odlnm of baring framed their law* in ac- 
cordance with the tbenriaa for which Mm.

A hOUTHARN WOMAN* A VIEW OF THR 
QUESTION. 

Esrroa or Tat Ravonmow : I cannot re- 
frain from giving expression to some of my 
feelings consequent npon attending the session* 
of the National Woman’* Suffrage Convention 
held in thia city last week. Curiosity — to *e* 
how women conld organize and oonduct a Con- 
vention, and to hear women apeak in public- 
and not a desire to be instructed or edified led 
me to the apot. I am relieved to find that you 
and your co- workers have not brazen faoea, fiery 
eyes, and forked tongues. 1 had never before 
seen a Woman * Right* woman. 

I am aonthern by birth and education, reared 
in all the luiury and effeminacy characteriatir 
of the former prosperous days of ray native 
soil. Labar among us, as yon are well aware 
1 aay nothing to tarnish the fair name of the 
Houth, for her reputation u as dear to me a« 
life — was not honorable in females, though a 
few of us dared overleap the wall custom had 
built and engaged in teaching and writing, lu 
the then existing state of onr society, Woman’s 
Rights wonld have been a farce. It was not 
mentioned except to be ridiculed as a monster 
originated in the miuds of onr more danug 
go-a-heod sisters of the north. We did uot go 
ao far as to inform ourselves what you proposed 
to accomplish by such organization. We sup- 
posed, however, it was to bring yourselves upon 
a level wilb man, simply by tba ballot, which 
to us seemed trespassing all rules of polite, 
moral and religious decorum. 

Little did we imagine, that the grand philan- 
thropic idea of improving woman’s condition, 
of extending the field ol her capabilities, of 
bringing into active exercise the faculties with 
which ah*- is endowed by nature, lay at the 
base of your superstructure. 

I was, however, prepared, it seemed, in the 
end, to have my prejudices thoroughly shaken, 
if not entirely removed ; since for the peat sit 
months or more. I have been engaged in 
writing '* papers " for Americm girls, in which 1 
repeatedly urged them to do away with frivol- 
ities anl set tbemselres to improving their 
minds, in order th*l they might be ready to 
meet with becoming grace any reverse of for- 
tune. I am pleased to know the question to 
effect thia purpose is agitated . yet I cannot aay 
the plan you promise i» just the one for doing it, 

I will have to weigh, survey and calculate much 
before 1 am ready to give a definite answer on 
this. 

The lethargy England and America to do 
still more for the elevation of woman —as they 
boasted ol taking the palm in chivalry toward 
her. has resnlted in bringing upon the platform 
s class of orator* and speakers, which but for 
this oversight on I heir P»rt wonld probablv ne- 
ver have had an distance No tongne is soelo- 
qnnnt a* the one pleading it* owti grievances.

1 have my religions scruple* in regard to this 
matter, but when I reflect that wn of the south. 
I** tor* the emsneipation off out inMtMUm. felt 
supported and sustained by tbs Itible that 
slavery was right, thought nothing was more j 


of the Hcrlpturea. and yet this idea has been 
overthrown by the freemg of the negro. I 
think it may be eo is r eferenc e to the female 
•ex. Thia, however, as with the other, with 
ay preee nt ooc notion*. a a qoeehoa o 4 tries. 
Whatever may be the result. I am thus far. and I 
ever shall be, an advocate for u me b o rahng the 
condition, increasing the usportanee. and rais 
ing the standard of exoeDrnoe of woman.
